The New Keno Electric Light Plant- 


Work Progressing Rapidly. 


It does notrequire observation to se 


that Reno is rapidly developing, the 
fact is tco evident.- Elegant dwellin 
houses and tasteful cottages are spring 
ing up everywhere, new 
businea 


houses are opened nearly every month 
and on the busy streets may be seen 
gangs of workmen, tearing down oli 
buildings to make way for modern 
structures of brick, stone and iron. 


Most prominent among these mu 


nicipal improvements is the splendi 
new briok and stone electric ligh 
and power building being erected on 
the south side of the river just opposit 
the western limit of Powning's Ad 
dition. 


This building, the estimated cost o 


which is $10,000, when completed will 
be 100 feet long, 50 feet wide and 2; 
feet high to the eaves of the trussed 


i iron roof. The walls, which are now 
nearly completed, are of stone with 
brick window trimmings. The floor is 
to be of concrete, making all absolute 
ly fire proof, so it will not be necessary 
to carry insurance. 


Power, of course, is to be supplied 


by the Truckee. The wheel pit, almos 
completed, is 20 by 20 feet square 
Water will be conveyed through a 
ditch and flume from the dam aboni 
two miles above. 


About 300 feet distant from th 


wheel pit a bulkhead will be placed in 
the flume, from which three separate 
pipes will bring the water upon a 60C 
horsepower whcol. The three pipe ar- 
rangement haf Lsen shown by hydanl- 
ic engineers to be productive of more 
power for the same volume of water 
than may be obtained by one pipe. 


By means of this arrangement all 


danger of the w'a dl becoming clogged 
up with ice during winter is obviated, 
and the power generated will be many 
times greater than that of the com 
pany's old plant, one mile further up 
the river. 


In order to be provided against a low 


water emergency, in the south, end of 
the building will be located a boiler and 
engine room, 32 by 50 feet in 
sions. 


The building will be 
completed 


before winter, but no machinery will 
be placed in position before next 
spring, as the contract of equipping 
the power house will undoubtedly be 
let to San Francisco electrical dealers. 
All the machinery will be modern and 
new, 
as Mr. Kaiser and other members 


oC the corporation are determined to 
aava one of the best power and light 
plants for its size on the coast.
